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Golden girl makes a splash 

• Olympic champion Rebecca Adlington OBE visits Larkswood Leisure Centre for a training swim 

• “Down-to-earth” star takes time to sign autographs and speak to swimmers 


Olympic swimming 
champion Rebecca 
Addlington OBE stopped 
off at Larkswood Leisure 
Centre for a secret 
training session last 
month, much to the 


delight of keen local 
swimmers. 

The star, who won gold 
medals in the Olympic 400m 
and 800m freestyle at the 
2008 Beijing Olympics, 
visited the borough after a 


media appearance at the 
nearby Lea Valley Park. 

Rebecca told Waltham 
Forest News she was looking 
forward to the London 2012 
Games and enjoying seeing 
our borough but there was 


still a lot of preparation for 
her before she games start. 

Rebecca often visits pools 
around London to train after 
public appearances and 
photo calls. Her sessions are 
usually kept secret though, 
so she can concentrate on 
her training and make sure 
she says in peak physical 
condition. 

She swam a ‘recovery’ 
session of eight kilometres 
in two hours. Or, to put it 
another way: 320 lengths at 
a steady pace of 19 seconds 
per length and 18 strokes 
per length. The average pool 
swimmer would take at least 
double the time to swim the 
same distance - if they had 
the stamina to do it. 

On a normal training 
day Rebecca would do 
two sessions of two hours 
in the pool every day, along 
with other gym work and 
running. 

Jeremiah O’Mahoney, 
a coach for Gators Swim 
Club - based at Larkswood 
Leisure Centre, told Waltham 
Forest News: “I was at the 
pool on the day Rebecca 
visited and had the privilege 
of watching her train for 
two hours. It was a rare 
treat to be able to get 
close to someone who is 
one of the leading athletes 
in the world.” 

“I was also able to briefly 
speak to her and wished her 
well for the future. I was very 
impressed by her down-to- 
earth manner.” 

When Rebecca had 
finished her session she 
took the time to speak to 
members of the Gators 
Swim Club, who had come 
to the pool for their own 
training session. She also 
signed some autographs for 
budding young swimmers.

Recycling education 

• Recycling advisers visit homes across Waltham Forest to explain improvements 
to recycling service 

• Changes will help residents recycle more and reduce the Council’s landfill charges 


Residents across 
Waltham Forest have 
been receiving a visit 
from recycling advisors 
to help them understand 
the changes being made 
to the borough’s recycling 
service. So far 20,000 
households have been 
visited, that’s almost 
600 a day. 

A team of ten recycling 
advisers are travelling around 
the borough from 3pm-8pm 
on weekdays and 10am to 
2pm on Saturdays to tell 
people what they can recycle 
and explain how the new 
service will work. 

Because the Council 
expects the amount people 
will be recycling to increase, 
it will be distributing a green 
recycling wheelie bin to 
every street property during 
the autumn. If you do not 
have space for a wheelie bin 
at your home the Council 


will look at other possible 
options. In the meantime, 
residents are encouraged to 
continue to use their existing 
container, and put any extra 
recycling into plastic carrier 
bags next to it. 

The recycling advisers are 


also informing residents about 
the option to exchange their 
refuse (black) wheelie bin for a 
smaller one and encouraging 
residents to share a refuse or 
organic waste wheelie bin 
with their neighbour. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 


Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, told Waltham 
Forest News: “So far 
20,000 households have 
been visited. Most of these 
residents have told us that 
they are keen recyclers and 
are fully supportive of the 
changes we are making to 
our recycling service. 

“We have been pleasantly 
surprised by the number 
of residents who have said 
they would like a smaller 
refuse (black) wheelie bin. 
This means they are now 
recycling a lot more of their 
waste which is fantastic.”

Meet the clean team 

• Extra cleaning patrols introduced in response to residents’ feedback 

• Streets to be swept more frequently and extra weekend sweeping to take place 


This is the new team that 
are making a clean sweep 
of Waltham Forest thanks 
to an extra £500,000 
being invested in street 
sweeping. 

Waltham Forest Council 
is increasing the frequency 
of its street sweeping and 
investing the extra money 
after residents said a 
clean borough was a high 
priority for them. 

Sweeping will increase 
in key areas and the ten 
weekend community 
cleaners, known as the 
‘Enviro-crime clean team’, 
will work at weekends to 
tackle littering in areas which 
are normally only cleaned on 
weekdays. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“People have told us that 
one of their top priorities 


is clean streets. We are 
investing money to achieve 
our aim of making Waltham 
Forest one of the cleanest 
boroughs in London. 

“Our street cleaning is 
already of a high standard but 
we want to go this extra mile 
for residents and show them 
that we value our borough 
and want it to look good for 
everyone who lives here and 
everyone who visits. 


“We hope that by keeping 
the borough clean, we will 
encourage people to take 
care of their surroundings 
and discourage the 
thoughtless, irresponsible 
minority from littering, 
fly-tipping and generally 
dumping their rubbish 
wherever it is convenient.” 

The extra money is coming 
from this year’s Council 
budget and will see the clean 


team working on Saturdays 
and Sundays between 10am 
and 6pm. 

There will also be six new 
mobile patrols between 1 pm 
and 9pm Monday to Friday to 
clean roads that are currently 
only swept once a week. 

All new staff will be 
trained to help deal with 
the removal of fly-posting, 
graffiti, reporting fly-tips, 
anti-social behaviour, dirty 
front gardens and a range of 
other environmental crimes. 
They will also be issued with 
cameras so they can collect 
evidence of wrong doing.

Encouraging people to 
be more considerate 
and keeping the amount 
of noise they make to a 
minimum is the aim of 
Noise Action Week which 
runs from Monday 23 to 
Friday 27 May. 

The yearly event, organised 
by charity Environmental 
Protection UK, aims to identify 


solutions to noise problems 
and raise awareness of 
the devastating effect 
excessive noise can have 
on a person’s life. 

Most people will have been 
disturbed or annoyed by 
too much noise at one time 
or another and excessive 
continual noise can have an 
impact on people’s lives. 


However the vast majority 
of complaints could be dealt 
with easily by turning down 
the volume on televisions 
or stereos, being more 
considerate and generally 
being a bit quieter. 

If you do have a problem 
with noise you should try 
and approach the person 
responsible, if you feel 
comfortable doing so. They 
may not realise the effect their 
behaviour is having. 

If they refuse to cooperate 
with you, the Council’s noise 
team could help you to deal 
with persistent nuisances 
and in extreme cases can 
confiscate and destroy 
equipment. 

Examples of noise 
nuisances could be dogs 
barking all day and night, 
loud music, building sites or 
factories that start making a 


noise early in the morning and 
carry on late into the night, 
burglar alarms going off and 
DIY related noises. 

If you report noise nuisance 
to the noise team they will 
contact you and assess the 
level of nuisance that you are 
experiencing. They will then 
tell you if any they are able to 
take any action. This could 
involve mediation, warnings 
or serving a noise abatement 
notice. In extreme cases, 
where prosecution is 
pending, the team may 
even seize items causing 
excessive noise.

London Borough of Waltham Forest 
Decision of the Standards Committee on a 
complaint of alleged misconduct by Councillor 
Anna Mbachu 

On 31 st March 2011 the Standards Committee 
Sub-Committee (“the Panel”) held a determination hearing 
in respect of the following complaint: 

That at the Annual Council on 20 May 2010, in front of 
numerous people in the Assembly Hall, Councillor Mbachu 
threatened to “slap” the complainant, a member of staff, and 
behaved in an aggressive and threatening manner towards him. 

Having taken into account the submissions made by the 
parties, the guidance issued by the Standards Board for 
England and, in particular, the mitigating circumstances and 


Councillor Mbachu’s previous good service, the Panel decided 
to censure Councillor Mbachu in respect of her conduct 
towards the complainant. 

The Panel felt that those holding elected office are required 
to maintain the highest standards of personal conduct at 
all times whilst serving in public office. However, the Panel 
recognised that Councillor Mbachu had already apologised 
to the complainant and decided that no further action need 
be taken, 

Councillor Mbachu may seek to appeal this decision within 
28 days of the decision if she so wishes.

Speakers seized 

Noise officers from Waltham Forest Council have seized 41 
speakers and two amplifiers after a raid on a property in Leyton. 
The gear, believed to have been used at a string of illegal raves 
across the borough, was seized after the Council received 
complaints about excessive noise coming from the Arches off 
Leyton High Road. Noise officers had previously issued a noise 
abatement notice to limit noise from the premises which had been 
ignored, so magistrates granted a warrant allowing the equipment 
to be removed. Police and Council officers visited the site on 
Friday 8 April to seize the equipment.

In both 
instances the residents were phoned by crooks posing as police 
officers who asked them to attend their local banks and hand 
over statements or bank cards. Detective Sergeant Paul Collicott 
said: “If anyone telephones claiming to be a police officer make a 
note of as much information as possible. Don’t give out any detail 
and ask for a number to call them back, then contact the police 
on 0300123 1212 to report it. Never hand over any bank cards 
to someone who calls at your door or give any information about 
your bank accounts out over the phone.”

Fake fashion raid 

• Trading standards officers confiscate £10,000 of bootleg designer accessories 

• Counterfeit goods are often badly made and the proceeds of their sale can 
fund organised crime 


A local shopkeeper has 
found himself on the 
wrong side of the law 
after being caught selling 
phoney designer goods. 

Trading standards officers 
visited the premises on 
Walthamstow High Street 
following an anonymous tip 
that the shop was selling 
counterfeit ladies accessories, 
shoes, bags and belts. They 
were joined by representatives 
for high-profile brands like 
Versace, Burberry, Louis 
Vuitton, Chanel and Prada, 
who confirmed that the 
merchandise was indeed fake. 

The store was raided in 
a joint effort between the 
Council’s trading standards 
team and local police. The 
raid found 50 per cent of 
the items for sale to be 


counterfeit and confiscated 
dodgy clobber worth over 
£10,000. As well as leaving 
the shopkeeper out of 
pocket in the short-term, 
with no more fake handbags 
to sell on for £60 each, he 
now faces legal action - 


the inevitable result of the 
Council’s zero tolerance 
policy towards the sale of 
counterfeit goods. The goods 
themselves will be stripped of 
their fake logos and recycled. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, told 
Waltham Forest News: 


“While buying counterfeit 
goods might seem a good 
way to get the designer look 
for a knock-down price, 
you’re often paying through 
the nose for something 
that’s badly-made and 
potentially dangerous. 


“Beyond the fact that 
you’re generally buying junk, 
there are also wider moral 
reasons why you shouldn’t 
be buying knock-offs. The 
sale of counterfeit goods - 
whether it’s fake designer 
clothes or dodgy DVDs - has 
proven links to systematic 
organised crime, and the sale 


of such items also means lost 
revenue for honest retailers 
and their staff.” 

Organised crime and its 
proceeds are frequently used 
to fund people trafficking, 
drug dealing, prostitution 
and money laundering. In 
addition, most fake goods 
are not manufactured to the 
same safety standards as 
reputable brands and could 
potentially be dangerous. 
Residents are urged not to 
buy any counterfeit goods.

Chingford’s film stars 

• Acorn Films has chronicled events in Chingford for 60 years 

• Camel racing, royal visits and day-to-day life have all featured in the 
annual Chingford Newsreel 


In 1951 a group of friends 
from Chingford got 
together, buoyed by the 
post-war enthusiasm for 
home movies, to form 
Acorn Films. Sixty years 
later, the group is still 
going strong and continues 
to produce its annual 
newsreel of local events. 

The group’s first newsreel 
was shown in members’ 
homes before screenings 
later expanded into church 
halls and finally Chingford 
Assembly Hall. 

The newsreel is now so 
famous that it is distributed 
to ex-pats around the 
world and regularly features 
as archive footage on 
television programmes 
and news reports. 

Producer David Piggott 
joined Acorn Films as a 
schoolboy in 1956, and has 
been hooked ever since. 


David told Waltham Forest 
News: “We have been 
recording events and the 
changing scene of what was 
once an Essex village and is 
now a London suburb. 

“It is a labour of love and 
we feel privileged to record 
these local events and 
provide a lasting legacy for 
future generations.” 

Together with Editor Tim 
Emblem-English, David 
produces the yearly newsreel 
and also special archive 
editions of years gone by. 
Over the years the club has 
been present at most of the 
major events which have 
shaped or affected Chingford 
and Waltham Forest. 

At first the club shot the 
newsreel on film, before 
switching to digital equipment 
courtesy of a Heritage Lottery 
Fund Grant. The newsreel was 
originally distributed on VHS 


tape, but became available 
on DVD in the late 1990s. 

It now forms a vital piece of 
local history and copies are 
held at Vestry House Museum 
in Walthamstow. 

David cites the last races 
at Walthamstow Stadium, 
the visits by the Queen and 
Prince of Wales to Waltham 
Forest and the death and 
funeral of Diana Princess 
of Wales as the most 
memorable events to have 
affected the borough. 

David said: “The Queen’s 
visit was certainly one of 
the highlights. We were 
very pleased with the 
results we got that day, we 
were actually in the press 
pit outside Walthamstow 
Assembly Hall and we got 
some great footage. 

“The day of Diana’s funeral 
was eerie; everyone else was 
inside watching the funeral 


on television and I was 
out in Chingford filming. 

It was absolutely deserted; 
it was as if the place had 
just stopped.” 

He added: “I have 
thoroughly enjoyed doing 
this but you have to remind 
yourself that it is a hobby 
because it takes up a lot of 
time. It has been a privilege to 
get to areas that most people 
would not normally be able to 
get to and film on their behalf 
so they can see what is going 
on in their community.”
